Father Brennan Thinks 
Volcanoes Are Ex- 
tinct, but Willi Watch 


‘Eclipse Scheduled f or 
Wednesday Evening 


sparks of life left. will be investigated 
by Father Martin S. Brennan, as a cor- 
respondent of the British Astronomical 


Association, during a total eclipse dbf 
the moon, which will be visible in St. 
Louis between 5:54 and 6:46 p. m. 
Wednesday. 

The mystery ts «sto whether Aris- 
tarchus and Proclus are defunct. Aris- 
tarchus and Proclus are spécks of ap- 
parent incanmdescence’on opposite rims 
of the moon, and their excessive bright- 
ness, as compared with the dull sheen 
of the remainder of the satellite's physi- 
ognomy, has led astronomers recently to 
surmise that they may be active vol- 
canoes. For many years it has been 
held that they are extinct volcanoes, 
ahd that their brilliance arises from 
tiie reflection of the sun’s light from 
glass-like lava streams gleaming 
against the dead surface of the moon. 

Earth’s Atmogphere an Obstacic. 

If the volcanoes are illuminated by 
their own fires, they would blaze forth 
the more fiercely during an eclipse of 
the moon, Father Brennan says. 


the’ sun, theoretically’ they would be 
snuffed out with the rest of the moon’s 
face when the earth passes between it 
and the .sun. 

But for one obstacle, according to the 
astronomer-priest, the problem would be 
easy .of- solution. The one tmpediment 
is the earth’s atmosphere. 

“The air is so dense,” says Father 
Brennan, “that many rays of the sun, 
iastead. of being cut ,off when they 
strike the earth, are thrown around it, 
or) refracted, and escape into space. 
The effect is that these e rays, ons?

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a total eclipse of the moon, and even 
when the satellite is completely 
swamped by the earth’s shadow, fall 
upon the face of the moon and purple 
it over with wan, flickering ghosts of 
the rich colors of sunset. Hence the 
moon never completely disappears from 
sight during an eclipse, and its 
outlines and the lights and .shadows 
of its visage remain palely visible. 
“Unfortunately, this would prevent 
the total extinction of Aristarchus and 
Proclus during an eclipse. However, if 
they burn with their native flames, 
these should blaze many times bright- 
er in comparison with the rest of the 
moon’s face while the latter is dark- 
ened.

Thinks Volcanoes Are Extinct. 

“Personally, I believe that Aristar- 
chus and Proclus are extinct, and have 
lain icy cold for ages.

“We have child labor laws. It ts 
significant that all these child labor 
laws are tested for their constitutional- 
ity. Employers seem not to realize the 
benefits of protecting those employed 
by them. One of the unfortunate parts 
of our system of the judiciary is “that 
judges seem to be more solicitous about 
protecting the rights of property thao 
in protecting the rights of the indi- 
vidual. ‘ 

“In New York the bakeshop law was 
declared unconstitutional When Theo- 
Gore Roosevelt attempted to criticise 
this decision he. was bitterly’ attacked 
because it was said that he assailed 
the citadel of our government, ths 
courts. No department of our govern- 
ment is immune “from criticism. I know 
of no reason why a man elected to a 
judicial office should be immune from 


criticism of his official acts. I feel that: 


we have a right to criticise officials, 
and I feel that if we had been more 
assertive in our criticisms we might not 
now have so many bad judge-ma le 
laws. . | | 

“I don’t believe it is right to criticise 
a judge while he has a case under ad- 
visemnent, but when tme final decision |s 
rendered and must be accepted as the 
standard of action, it is not only the 
right, but the duty, of every American 
citizen to criticise it if it is wrong. Oth- 
erwise we will make no progress.” 

A long-standing contest in the organ- 
igation was brought to an issue in 
the annual report of the BDxecutive 
Ceuncil, read by Vice-President James 
Duncan. It was recommended that a 
eharter be issued to the Western Fed- 
eration of Miners, a body of 85,000 men, 
engaged in thé mining minerals. It 
was expected that the recommendation 
would provoke a lively fight on the floor 
of the convention. 

The Western Federation of Miners, led 
by President W. D. Moyer and Presi- 
dent Thomas L. Lewis of the United 
Mines Workers, had long sought a4 
charter, but hag been opposed by: the 
International Association of Machinists, 
of which W. H. O’Donnell of New 
York, is president. 

The machinists protested that a char- 
ter would reduce them to the control 
of the miners, and declared their wish 
to maintain their independence. As a 
compromise, the Executive Council -rec- 
ommends that no machinist shall be re- 
quired to join the miners’ union if liv- 
ing within the jurisdiction of a ma- 
chinists’ local. This provision will be 
fought vigorously, it is expected, by 
Moyer and Lewis, who declare that, in 
case of a strike, their organization 
should have authority to call out not only 
the miners but the machinists and 
everyone working In the mines.

President Appoints Col. Bix- 
by to Take Charge of Local 
Collection. 


FOR EN DOWMENT FUND) 


Two Million Dollars Sought 
for Availability in Emer- 
gency Relief Work. 


A dime from every “p@sident of St. 
Louis and of every other American 
city is solicited by the American Red 
Cross for the purpose of establishing 
an endowment fund, the income 
which will be quickly avallable for re- 
lief work. 

President Taft is at tie head of 
the American Red Cross. He has writ- 
ten a letter to Col. W. K. Bixby of 
St. Louis, erclosing a list of prominent 
men of St. Louls appointed on the 
committee to raise this dime-apiece col- 
léction in St. Louis. The President has 
appointed Col. Bixby chairman of the 
committee, and in his letter he explains 
several reasons why this fund should 
be raised. 

In cases of emergency relief work, ac- 
cording to the letter from President 
Taft, the American people have always 
responded generously. The American 
Red Cross has no complaint to make 
of the support it has received, but in 
great , disasters it is desirable to have 
funds” on hand with which the work of 
relief can be put under way as quickly 
as extra papers announce first news of 
another great disaster. Under the pres- 


ent system the Red Cross officers must | 


first get the money, then start on the 
relief work. 
To Train Volunteer Nurses, 

In every other country the Red Cross 
has an endowment fund. Japan has 
raised a fund of $8,00u,000, four times as 
much as is asked in this country. Prus- 
sia and France each have more than 
$2,500,000 on hand. In this country the fund 
available is now $100,553. The Red Cross 
is incorporated under an act of Congress 


j and has no salaried attaches outside the 


national director and national! secretary. 
In its ranks are many men who devote 
a large part of their time to the welfare 
of the society without any compensa- 
tion. 

Among the plans for widening the 
scope of the American Red Cross, if an 
endowment fund can be obtained, is the 
education of a volunteer corps of nurses 
under the first-aid department, so that 
in the event of a catamity nurses will 
be available in ‘addition to the profes- 
sional nurses. 

Government Audits Accounts, 

In *eference to the collection to be 
made in St. Louis, Col, Bixby says: 
‘“Bveryone who pays one dollar, pays 
for ten;:ten dollars pays for one hun- 
dred: one hundred dollars pays for 
one thousand. It will be interesting 
to see what cities first reach their 
apportionment ang the officers of the 
Red Cross in Washington will keep 
us advised for publication.” 

Looking backward, the. San Fran- 
cisco earthquake, the disaster in 
Italy and the Cheery mine horror are 
recent instances when the Red Cross 
gave quick and timely aid. It is an 
institution that has the confidence of 
the American people and is managed 
on a basis calculated to preserve this 
good opinion. All the accounts of the 
American Red Cross are required to 
be auditea by the War Department.

After a period of book and magazine 
itlustrating, he gave his attention to 
mural paintings of religious subjects. 
Many years ago he invented new meth- 
cds for making stained glass windows, 
which reformed the art.’

Has Not Decided the Best

a renn of the Post-Dispatch, 
WASHINGTON, Nov. 15: — “‘The 

chances are 100 to 1 against an extra 
session of Congress. Grover Cleveland 
once complained that he had a Congress 
on his hands and I guess the only rea- 
son why President Taft would not say 
the same thing is that he is too good- 
ajatured to do so.” 

Champ Clark, minority leader and the 
most formidable of the Democratic can- 
Jidates to succeed Cannon. thus dis- 
tnisses the talk of an extra session of 
Congress to. revise the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff law. Moreover, he sees little 
progpect for any movement in this di- 
rection at the coming short session of 
Congress. 

Even if’ an agreement could be 
reached in the House to pass an amend- 
nent to the Payne law lowering the 
ates on wool, to which Taft is halt 
way pledged, the Missourian believes 
-bhat it would be difficult to get the 
bill through om account of persona’ 
»pposition that ‘might be encountered 
in the House and Senate. 

May Mean Pop Gun Bills, 

Clark is of an open mind on the meth- 
mn of revising the tariff. He believes 
that the country has demanded a re- 
vision.

cide what course is best to pursue. 1 
for one favor the lowering of duties so 
that we can collect some revenue from 
the tariff, and I believe if the Demo 


‘cratic party is to keep the confidence 


of the people, it will have to redeem the 
promises it made in its. platform. 

“There is one thing that cannot be 
made too plain. No man of any sense’ 
of any. party, wants to do anything 
whatsoever that will injure the legiti- 
mate business of the country in the 
slightest degree.”’ 

On Guard Against Ship Subsidy. 

In the coming session of Congress 
Clark expects to see the time fully oc- 
cupied with the 14 appropriations bills. 
The calendar Wednesday adopted as a 
rule in the last session will bring in 
other legislation, which will take up 
some time, he says. Clark recalls that 
the ship subsidy crowd has attempted 
to pass a subsidy law in the short ses- 
sions, and he is on guard to stop such 
a bill should it\be brought on the floor 
of the House. 

_As for the rules of the coming Con- 
ess, Clark is saying nothing. 

“It will be a Democratic House, the 
Democratic party is responsible and the 
House will make its own rules,” he 
said. He was asked what stand the 
Democrats would take If the insurgents 
proposed to take the power of ap- 
pointing committees from the Speaker. 

“That will have to be decided in cau- 
tus, or in conference. I cannot decide 
it for the Democratic side, and will not 
attempt to do so. That will be taken 
up when the time comes.” 

1912 Is Opportunity. 

One of Clark’s chief complaints 
igainst the Payne bill was that the 
Democrats were excluded from the final 
senference in which the bill was draft- 
2d by the Ways and Means Committee. 
He was asked if a Democratic commit- 
tee would admit Republican members. 

“That is up to the committee,” he 
replied. “If I were on the committee I 
would make known my views. I would 
let the Republicans in unless they got 
uppish, and then I’d put them out.” 

Clark is silent as to personalities in 
the 1912 campaign, but is positive that 
1912 is the opportunity for the Demo- 
cratic party if it improves the chance 
it has to show the people’ that it is a 
part of progress during the next Con- 
gress.

OMAHA, Neb., Nov. 15.—An order 
that is unique and has for its pur- 
pose the minimizing of wrecks at 
terminals, ‘has been issued by Assist- 
ant General Manager Ware of the 
Union Pacific Railway Co., and in 


effect reads as follows: 
‘He who wishes to hold: his job 


with the Union Pacific, be he engi- 
neer, fireman, conductor, flagman or 
brakeman, must enter terminal sta- 
tions garbed in working clothes, with 
unwashed faces and hands.” 

Be it known, that according to the 
report of the Inter-State Commerce 
Commission, the Union Pacific is one 
of the roads that has few wrecks. By 
issuing the foregoing order and com- 
pelling its enforcement, Assistant 
General Manager Ware and the other 
officials believe that the number of 
wrecks may be greatly decreased in 
the future. 

Trainmen Negiect Duty. 

It was not until after weeks and 
months of careful investigation that 
Ward decided upon issuing the order 
that compels trainmen to enter ter- 
minals wearing soiled clothing and 
with their hands and faces covered 


with the dust and smut accumulated’ 


on the _ road, The investigations 
made show that in the past the great 
majority of railroad wrecks, not only

The assistant general manager of 
the Union Pacific also finds that in the 
majority of cases when there have 
been such wrecks, the engineer, fire- 
man or flagman, instead of being on 
duty, carefully. watching for signals 
of warning or for obstructions on the 
track, have been washing their faces 
and hands; have been adjusting neck- 
ties, changing their overalls for 
pressed pantaloons, or taking off the 
work shirts and putting on the white 
ones, making themselves clean and 
prim enough for appearance in the 
parlor or drawing room. 

Such Action Hazardous. 

Ware even cites instances where 
every member of the train crew, from 
engineer to rear flagman have been 


into a terminal, leaving the train un- 
protected, a thing they would .not 
think of doing if out on the line. He 
points out that when entering large 
cities, such action is one of the most 
hazardous that could be indulged in 
by members of a train crew. 

The Ware order intimates that in 
the future, the appearance of an in- 
coming employe of the Union Pacific, 
wearing clean white shirt, spotless 
collars and cuffs, shined shoes and a 
rose in the buttonhole, will be prima 
facie evidence of guilt, providing, of 
course, that,that particular trainman 
has been on actual duty. 

So far there is little complaint 
against the order, as the men realize 
the justness of the criticism. This 
feeling existing, it is not anticipated 


| that among the old men, especially, 


there wil] be many violations. 

At all terminal stations rooms will 
at once be provided where the em- 
ployes may change their clothing. 
These rooms will be equipped with 
baths, both hot and cold, soap and 
clean towels, combs and brushes and 
the facilities for brushing their cloth- 
ing and polishing their shoes, There 
also will be lockers where the work 
clothes may be put away, there to be 
kept secure until the men again go 
out on their respective runs. 


RUBIN COOPER IS 
FOUND NOT GUILTY 
IN CARMACK CASE 


Jury Clears Col. Duncan 
Cooper’s Son of Tennessee 
Senator’s Murder. 








By Associated Press. 

NASHVILLE, Tenn., Nov. 15.—Robin 
J. Cooper, charged with the murder of 
former United States Senator Edward 
W. Carmack, Nov. 9, 1908, was declared 
not guilty in the Criminal Court this 
morning, on recommendation of At- 
torney-General A. B. Anderson. Thus 
was brought to a close the final chapter 
in one of the most celebrated cases in 
the annals of the Tennessee courts. 

In striking contrast to the scenes 
marking the first trial of this case, when 
the courtroom was packed almost to 
suffocation by those eager to hear every 
word of the evidence, there were only a 
few persons present. 

Attorney-General Anderson stated that 
he would like to have a jury for the dis- 
position of the case and jury No. 1 
was called. The Attorney-General said: 
“This defendant and Col. Duncan B. 
Cooper and John Sharp were indicted 
jointly for the murder of Senator Car- 
mack. The case resulted in the acquit- 
tal of Sharp. Col. Cooper and this | 
defendant were found guilty of murder | 
in the first degree. The Supreme Court 
affirmed the case of Col. Cooper, but 
as to this defendant there was a revers- 
al.”’ 

Judge A. B. Niel then stated to the 
jury that in view of the statement of 
the Attorney-General and in view of 
the fact that ‘no further effort had been 
made to prosecute the case, the jury 
would return a verdict of not guilty. 
This was atcordingly done.

MILES OVER SEA 
IN FIVE MINUTES 


Plunges From Ship, sig 
Into Water and Goes on 
With Crippled Propeller. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
NORFOLK, Va.. Nov: 1.—The New 


York World’s plan for a flight by aero- 
plane from a vessel at sea to shore, 
adopted by the Navy Department, was 


‘| given a test yesterday and proved a 


partial success. Eugene B. Ely, in 
the Curtiss biplane “Hudson Flyer,” 
flew from the deck of a United States 
warship anchored in Hampton Roads to 
shore, five miles away. He started at 

3:16 p. m. and five minutes later was 
safe on the soil of Virginia, a few miles 
north of Norfolk. 

The man-tird left the deck of the 
scout cruiser Birmingham, ‘ gracefully 
dipped the tail of his flyer in the wa- 
ter and "vas oft like a giant sea- 
gull. The flight was made in a fine 


rain and in the face of a cutting 
southeast wind. Two minutes after Ely 
was in the air, nis goggles were coated 
with ice. Added to this, was a splin- 
tered propeiier blade. 

The most remarkable feature of flight 
was the start. Ely set his motor 
going with the Birmingham at anchor. 
This endangered his chances of getting 
aloft, 

+ Rises Out of.the Sea, 

The shifting of the forward planes 
was a fraction of a second too late, how- 
ever, and the big propeller churned the 
water for an instant, shattering the end 
of one of the blades. But this was all, 
for with a slight manipulation of the 
right ailerons the machine ‘righted it- 
self and was off and soon lost to view 
in the fog. 

As soom.as Ely righted his machine be 
rose to a height of approximately 150 
feet and heuded straight for the Nor- 
folk Navy Yard. A couple of minutes 
later he was seen to change his course 
until he was flying straight for Wil- 
loughby Spit. | 

The broken propeller was too much 
of a handicap and he had to land, 
which he did without trouble. Ely at- 
tributed his trouble in rising at the 
start to unfamiliarity with the mecha- 
He said that he was confident 
he could not only sail from a ship, but, 
what was more important, could re- 
turn and alight again on his starting 
platform.

He said that although the negotiations 
were not ended, he favored submitting 
the question to the Interstate Commerce 
Commission as an additional method of 
dealing with the situation. 

Sawyer, discussing Speaker Rom- 
bauer’s statement that the committee 
would disband soon, said: 

“This committee will not disband until 
the arbitrary is abolished. 

“I have discussed with the committee 
several] times the proposition of asking 
the Interstate Commerce Commission to 
take up this matter, but the committee 
has never formally considered it. I can- 
not say that it will ever be submitted 
to the commission, though I believe that 
plan would be one more chance to get 
the arbitrary abolished.”’ 


Keeps Terminal Reply Secret. 

Sawyer refused to make public a let- 
ter sent to the committee a month ago 
by the railroads comprising the Termi- 
nal Association. His reason was that 
the committee had not authorized him to 
make the letter public. 

“I will not say that the railroads 
absolutely rejected our “demands,” he 
said. “All I will say is that it was 
a very diplomatic letter. It will prob- 
ably be made public when our reply 
is sent in two or three weeks.” 

In a statement Monday night, Saw- 
yer indicated that the committee had 
practically gone as far as it could 


hope to go and that the Interstate. 


Commerce Commission was the last 
hope for the abolition of the arbi- 
trary. He said Tuesday he did not 
intend to give that impression and 
that the committee would continue 
ita efforts in the hope of accomplish- 
ing results. 

Action vs. Agitation. 

In his statement Monday 
Sawyer said; 

“When I learned last summer. 
through conference with a represerit- 
ative of the Interstate Commerce 
Commission, what. the Federal Gov- 
ernment is able to do in the matter 


of the arbitrary, that the commission 
can act, while we can only agitate, 
I became convinced that it would be 
well for us to urge the commission 
to give this matter the earliest pos- 
sible attention.

TURIN, Italy, Nov. 15-—A royal 
courtship ended in triumph yesterday 
when Prince Victor Napoleon Bona- 
parte and the Princess Clementine 
were married at Monéalieri. 

For 10 years they had been en- 
gaged, but objections from the reign- 
ing house of Belgium and from the 
prince’s cousin, the King of Italy, ané 
prevented the wedding. The triumph 
of love in the shadow of a throne was 
sure only after the bride’s father, 
King Leopold, was dead. 

The ceremony took place in the royal 
castle, erected in the fifteenth century, 
to which Princess Clotilde, sister of 
King Humbert, and mother of Prince 


Victor Napoleon, retired after the over- 
throw of the French empire. 

The members of the Savoy and Bona- 
parte families were present, including 
Prince Louis Napoleon, the younger 
brother of the pretender, who for sev- 
era) years had not been on good terms 
With>'the bridegroom. 

Prince Louis consented to a reconcil- 
lation on this occasion, chiefly” through 
the efforts of his mother. He acted as a 
witness for his brother, the other wit- 
ness being the Duke of Aosta. The wit- 
nesses for Princess Clementine were 
Prince de Ligno d’Aremberg, represent- 
ing the King of Belgium, and Archduke 
xritz of ..ustria. ' 

As Napoleon the Great was the first to 
introduce ciyil marriages in the legisla- 
tion of Europe, following the traditions 
of the Bonaparte family, the Mayor of 
Moncalisri was the first to unite the two. 
This ceremony took place at the French 
consulate, as Prince Victor Napoleon ap- 
pears as a French citizen domiciled in 
Paris, although for more than thirty 
years, he has been exiled from his coun- 
try.

Wives of men: prominent in the 
councils of the American Federation 
of Labor believe that the organiza 
tion of women into labor unions has 
done much not only to improve con- 
ditions under which the women 
work, but has been invaluable to the 


men’s wunions. Eventually, one of 
them says, women will be the big 
force in the labor movement, when 
they come to understand the power 
placed in their hands by the fact 


‘that they spend 70 to 80 per cent of 


their husbands’ earnings. 
Mrs. Gompers Too Busy 


to Belong to a Union. 
RS. SAMUEL GOMPERS, wife of 
MI the president of the American 
Federation of Labor, although a 
strong advocate of the organization of 
working women, is busy with her home 
affairs and does not have time to take 
an active part in their work, 

“I have been interested in the labor 
movement for 44 years,” she said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter; “and keep my- 
self informed of the progress of woman 
in the labor organization. ‘I have 4l- 
ways been an advocate of the recogni- 
tion of women as part of the men ‘s or- 
ganization. 

“The woman who works could not ex- 
ist were it not for organization. Con- 
ditions, especially in the large cities, in 
many industries employing women have 
been intolerable, but they are improv- 
ing. This has been brought about 
through the unionizing of the women, 
and through the assistance given to 
them by the men’s unions. In some in- 
stances improved conditions have been 
brought about by strikes, while in oth- 
ers the organizations were able through 
their strength to bring about the pas- 
sage of laws which shortened hours and 
required employers to furnish seats for 
women workers.

certain dry goods store. I happened to 
ncnow that the wife of a strong union 
man continued to trade regularly at the 
store while the teamsters’ strike was 
in progress. When I met her I took her 
to task. 

“‘*Aren’t you ashame? of yourself?’ I 
asked, ‘to keep on trading at that store 
and helping those strike-breaking team- 
sters win the fight against the union?’ 


“"Why,’ she answered in _ surprise, 
‘you are mistaken. I am not helping 
the nonunion teamsters. They haven't 
delivered a single package at my house. 
I carry them all home myself.’”’ 

“Eventually,”’ continued Miss Fitz- 
gerald, “it is the women who will be 
the big force in the labor movément. 
When the women are made to under- 
stand, then the unions will have won 
their fight. It is the task of educating 
the wives of the laborers that the 
Union Label League has taken on its 
hands. 


“‘Wherever the Women’s Label League 
is strong the unions do not have to 
coerce their employers. The employers 
seek the unions. This is because the 
label league creates a demand which 
the manufacturer can supply only with 
union goods. We had great difriculty 
one time organizing a garment workers’ 
union. The employer in one particular 
shop opposed us bitterly. But we gave 
the label to him and then the league 
created a demand for his goods. Within 
a very short time the other employers 
were telephoning to us asking how their 
shops might be unionized. 


Housewives’ Union Is 
Plea of Mrs. Berger. 


RS. META BERGER, wife .of 
VI Victor L. Berger of Milwaukee, 

the first Socialist to be elected 
to Congress, is not a delegate to the 
convention, but is here because she is 
a socialist and a suffragist and at- 
Ptends all public meetings in which 
her husband has part. 

“I never had an opportunity to be 
a member of a union,” Mrs. Berger 
told a Post-Dispatch reporter, “but 
there is one union that I am going 
to join as soon as it is organized.

“Women have social equality with 
men now, and’politica] equality is com- 
ing, but we must also have economic 
equality. A housewives’. union would 
be a good means to this end. It would 
do for a starter, anyhow. 

“Why shouldn't there be a minimum 
scale of allowance from the husband 
to the wife? 
least half of all he earns. For if the 
woman did not take full chafge of the 
home the man’ could only spend half 
the time he does now making money. 
So you see one-half of his wages really 
belongs to the wife, as his partner. — 

“Women do not receive the same 
wages as men, simply because they 
have not fought to be recognized. We 
pave to fight for ¢verything we get. 
We had to fight for social equality. 
Now we are fghting for politica: and 
economic equality.” : 

Mrs. Berger is the first woman ever 
elected to public office in Milwauxee.

“Women long have been recognized in 
the labor movement, and they have done 
great work in furthering the movement. 
Their organizations have been capable 
of much good, amd the women have suc- 
ceeded in. interesting many women who 
do not have to work. This has had a 
far- -reaching effect. It sometimes is al- 
most surprising how many women there 
are, whose husbands are not members of 
trades unions, who will use nothing 
except union-made clothing, furniture 
and utensils {In their homes, The women 
workers largely are responsible for this, 
though, of course, this is the. natural 
condition in the homes of union men. 

“There is probably no other class of 
workers which has to face the deplor- 
able conditions which ‘frequently con- 
front the garment workers. past 
years the sweatshop was the rule, not 
the exception. It seemed to be the de- 
sire of employers to crowd just as many 
machines and women into poorly light- 
.ed and poorly ventilated reoms as possi- 
ble.. This condition has been changing 
in the last few years. Many states now 
have laws which require a proper 


and require proper sanitary conditions. 
_ “These laws are the result of the or- 
ganization of the women. They have 
brought the intolerable conditions to 
the attention of the men, and legisla- 
tures have been forced to pass the 
laws, although greedy employers 
fought them bitterly in most instance, 
and often we have cases in which e:m- 
ployers seek to evade the laws. 
“Wages for women are not yet what 
they ought to be, but there have been 
linprovements along thig line also, and 
there will be further improvements. 
Seemingly the only way to deal with 


the wage situation is to strike. That 


amount of air space for each worker, | 


rhave not sent in their official returns 





usually brings an increase of wages.”

INDEPENDENCE IN POLITICS. 

In his annual report President Gompers gave 
the Federation of Labor a few words of warning 
which are perhaps unwarranted now and some 
excellent advice on the political conduct of.union 
labor. His warning was directed to the neglect 
of that part of the national government nearest 
the people—the House of Representatives. He 
protested against the effort to overrule, disre- 
gard and treat with contempt the popular branch 
of Congress. : 

But the man who has done more than any other 
one man to bring the House into contempt by rob- 
bing it of its function and character as a delibera- 
tive body and to make it a machine to register 
the will of a boss is shorn of his pewer by 
the votes of the people. 

The one man who, in the presidential office, 
attempted to overrule and disregard the House 
and to despoil it of its independence as a legis- 
lative body is beaten and discredited by over- 
whelming majorities against his policies, his lead- 
ership and his ambition. Mr. Roosevelt as 
President played the czar, bulldozed and de- 
nounced Congress. As ex-president and would-be 
leader of his party he outlined the New National- 
ism in which practically all power was to be 
centered in Washington and wielded by one man 
in the'presidency, whe was to be above laws and 
courts. Mr. Roosevelt’s Caesarism is a dream 
that has passed. His New Nationalism is buried 
under an avalanche of adverse votes. 

But Mr. Gompers’ advice to trade unionists not 
to identify themselves with political parties but 
to support the men and measures which best 
serve their purposes is the highest political wis- 
dom. The one vital thing in politics is inde- 
pendence. It is the lesson of experience not for 
trade unionists alone, but for all citizens. Parties 
are instruments to be used for public ends, not 
to be served as masters. The greatest menace 
to the country is the slavish party vote. 

The recent political revolution is an illustra- 
tion of the value and potency of independence in 
politics. The Republican party was rebuked and 
defeated by the votes of independent Republicans 
who had grown weary of its subservience to the 
predatory interests and its contempt of popular 
demands. They dropped it as no longer worthy 
of confidence and supported the chastened, re- 
vived and renewed Democratic party as the bet- 
ter representative of the people and the better 
instrument to carry out their will. 

The hope of the country lies in the citizens 
who are not bound to any political party, but 
who judge all parties by their records of public 
service and choose the one which offers the best 
promise of serving the people. Fortunately this 
independent element is rapidly growing in cour- 
age and numerical strength. In the recent elec- 
tion it was powerful enough to reverse party 
majorities in five great states, put the Democrats 
in control of the House of Representatives and 
substitute a progressive for a reactionary majority 
in the conservative and bulwarked Senate. It has 
wrested the control of Congress from the pluto- 
cratic combine and promises to force the entire 
National Government into harmony with the 
popular will. :
